M. Cauimir-Perier had hoped that the 
president of the republic, who is de- 
prired of meana of acdoo, woold have 
bean exempted from par^ attacks and 
the political conlidenoe of the republic- 
ana wonldhave accorded him power 
and authority. He had liao hopea that 
those Who. despite hiuuk If, uud placed 
■him in a position wherH im was viable 
to defend himself would have under- 
talien tha dafensa of the firat magia- 
trate.

When thH facts became known, con- 
sternatitiu, a>uoauimg almost to stupor, 
seiaad evHryoue. x'here had been 
omlnooB hints iu the preas in the recent 
days that M. Cuaiiuir-Perier was grow- 
ing tired of las position, yet nobody 
paid attention to tuem. The high char- 
acter, experience, tiriuuess and iute^rity 
of the president inspired tue oonndence 
of even the udvauoed KeDublicana. 

The loug uuufereuoe which M. Casi- 
mir-Pener had with M. Chailemei- 
Liicour, president of the seuate, is now 
explu.uod. He liiul already reoolvea to 
resign. M. L'ImliuiuaC-Litcuur emptied 
his utmost eloquence in a vain endeavor 
to iHtrsuodo the president to recoiiKider 
his (lecisiuu, and quitted tne Palace <>f 
tlie Klyhee under u sense of deep dis- 
tress. 

Ail the members uf the cabinet frum 
Prime Minister L» ipuy down followed. 
Challeniet-Lacotir liad exliuusted ever}- 
urgauieat to induce Cusiniir-Peiinr uut 
to resign. Their effurts were wiiliont 
SDcce.ss. 

At 9 o'cluck C"a8inii"-Pcrier .-ieiit a 
.shurt letter Uj i'TMue Minister iJiipuy 
iufuruiinp,' bim tliat hio deeiMoii w:'s 
irrevocable, and begKiUK "iin to notify 
the presitioiits uf thy .seuate aud 
ciianil.uruf depututs and to aunouuoe 
tile tact i(j The Journal Oliiciel. 

Dujniy accepted the taslc thus impuse.l 
upon lam, and as un the uccasiuii uf tii^' 
death uf ( ariiot. finds himself again 
cuuft'uuted witii tlie transmissiun uf 
powers iuvolvin;< diiHimlties uf every 
descriptiou arising from iii.< unexpected 
position of atl'airs. lie H(!e.iitid com- 
pletely overwhelmed witli the sense of 
nis respuusDiilities, but speedily recov- 
ered aud with the energy, coolness and 
foresight tlnu lie displayed on the oc- 
casion of the aksasainatioti of Camot, 
proceeded to take the maasnras wbioh 
the aituatiou demauvtod.

(."a.simirl'erier, they received Iruni 
Uupu> instruct ii iis tu be followed dur- 
ing the crisis. i'oUowin^ is the text uf 
tlu^ariu ies of the const itutiuu relatiug 
to the chauge in the uresideucy: 

Article 1- -Tho prosidiMit uf the re- 
public is elected by an absolute majority 
of the sutfrax*'s uf tiie senate anii cham- 
ber of deput.es mtit 111 uutiuiial assem- 
bly. He i.s ajipomtcd fur seven yuius, 
and is ellKihle lor re-election. 

Article i provides that in ca^e of a 
vacation of the olJice ihroiifjh de.ith or 
any utlier cause the national assembly 
shall pruceed furthwitli to elect a presi- 
dent, lu the interval the cuunuii uf 
uiinisters is iuvuste<l with executive 
|X)wer. The uatiunal assemblv beiug 
merely an eleetur at college all disoot- 
bion therein is prohibited. 

The report of the resignation uf tlie 
president buf'ttme generoilv known at 1 1 
o'clock, but was nuiversallv discredaed, 
and a general movement was made 
toward the newspaper offices With a 
view to learuing the truth.

"He is gdiie forever, vanquislie<l by 
so(;ialism He failed in the cuiubat to 
obtain the vn toiy exiiectcd of Imu by 
the reactiunaires 1)11 aciDunt of liiswc ak- 
iiess of character. It is a vietoiy tor 
the soiuahst jtarty. Wishing' lo strug- 
gle against lis, he found ouly rotten in- 
Btruments. He perished rhrou^'b the 
conuptioii ul the regime of which he 
was the chief. He wan defeated by tho 
intrignaiof hliptaaideBtof the eonu- 

cil." 

I he manifesto finds his flight ahama- 

ful and says: "In the dishonor of such 
a flight the capitalist class will peris'i. 
The downftUl of Casimir-Perier is tho 
downfall of capitali.<iin aud reaction. 
Let a% remain united as the aapremo 
erislR appronohcs and desert not our 
post of combat."

itallaa Troops and AbyHnlnlan* Coma To- 

iri;thcr Near C'uutit. 

Massowah, Egypt. Jan. 10. —The 
Italian truup.s, under Ueuerol Bara- 
tiere, have bud some sharp light- 
ing with a large force of Abyssiuiaus, 
led by Ras Mangaacia. The latter was 
attacked uuaxpeotedly by the Xtaliaus 
near Coatit on Sunday last. Tho 
cuemy numbered 1,000, armed with 
riHea, audiu uildltion tha Ab.ss.niam 
had numbera of apearaiun. The Italians 
compelled the enemy to retreat to tiie 
Ciondtt motuitiUus. 

Later iu the day the enemy returned 
to the attack and advanced upon the 
front of the Italian expeiiitiou, when 
the Abysdniaiia were repulsed with 
K( rioos loss. The enemy uttumptud cu 
make a flauk attack, but was again re- 
pul.sed. 

Tho Abyssiuians coiitimie l to ki'ep .m 
irregular musketry nre ou the liauan 
troops until nightfall, luit there was no 
furtlier tight inj^ of a serious naiurr.

The support- 
ers of Judge Kicks entertain 'aojyjii that 
the decision will be revenged. The Re- 
publicans accused the DeiuooratH oi' 
liuldiug prejudices agaiust federal 
judges and of losing nu opportunities 
tu strike at them.

Spreads to Several Cars Loaded 
With Powder-A Sariea of 
Bxploaiena Follow.

The fire 
broke ont in the Montana Central yards 
and- soon several can loaded with 
powder caught fire. .Just as the flromeu 
were closing around tho blazing cars an 
explosion occurred, killiug a nnmbor of 
firemen and spectators and maiming 
many others. The firemen who had es- 
caped immediately rallied aud were be- 
ginning another attack when a second 
explosion, more violent than the first, 
took place. The jX'uple in the vicinity 
were mowed down as with a great 
■oythe and the streets for half a blook 
around 

l/ooked Like a lirt-at llattlefleld. 

Debris waa thrown high in the air, 

coming down a mile away. Many peo- 
ple on tho streets iu the center of town 
were thus injured. A few of tlie re- 
maining firemen were gathering them- 
selves together and attempting tu get to 
a plai'c of safety wiieu the third and 
last explosion occurred. This too, 
killed and injured many people. There 
were several cars uf the jiowder and all 
uf them exploded. The whole heavens 
were lighted np, and the dty shook as 
if on earthquake was in pro^^ress. 

Baeanerk Killed. 

Immediat ly after the first exploaion 

the eutii-e ho pitiil <•■ irps and police foroo 
were summoned, and many of the de- 
tachments of these companies are among 
the killed and injured in the subsequent 
explosions. 

At 1 a. in. 16 dead bodies had been 
gathered together, und there was doubt- 
less a groat many more in parts of the 
yard that no one dared to anproacli. 
Every house for blocks aruvuid was 
turned into an impromptu hospital. 

Fir« ll<-|mrliii<-iit Wipi'il Out. 

Every member uf the department was 
either killed or wounded. 

Throe policenun were among tho 
killed. Plateglass was broken all uver 
the city aud the damage to property ia 
enormous. 

The relatives of the killed are frantic 
nnd tiie city is in consternation. 

It was the greatest aud most diaas- 
trona ezplodon in the history of the 
west. 

18:80 a. m.— So for between 50 and 6U 
mangled bodies have been recovered and 
more are heiiiK )>icked up on all sides. 
It IS impossible tu get names now. It is 
estimated about 100 additional persons 
were injured, several of whom died 
after being token to the hospital. The 
scene beggars description. At this 
hour wagons are still taking dead bodies 
from the soene of the explosion to vart> 
uus undertaking establishments, and 
the woimded tu their homes aud hos- 
pitals. Tho latter are all full. 

The list of dead will po.ssibly reach T.") 
and the damage to property will be 
more than |1, 000, 000. In all throe oar* 
loads of powder cxpl.idod, one of wliieh 
was stored m the Hut to Hardware com- 
pany's warehouse, which adjoined tho 
Konyon-Coruell warehotiae. Large 
pieces of iron were thrown for miles. 
Several bodies were hurled a long dis- 
tance aud picked up in unreoognlaablo 
moMos of flesh.

Editor Bulletin: I notice in the last 
three or four issues of the Jyedger the ed- 
itor is getting terribly wrought up on the 
subject of free turnpikes. As one of tho 
tax-payers of Mason County anditbe City 
of Maysville, I am somewhat interested 
in the subject. He says in each article 
that he wants the expense of keeping up 
the plkea to be alike on every citisen, 
and claims that now a portion of the ( it- 
i/ens ouly have to bear all the expense 
for the benefit of all. I have been gate- 
keeper of the Maysville, Orangeburg and 
Mt. Carmel pike for over twelve years, 
and neoeaiarily the subject of free pikee 
often comes up in my intercourse with 
the traveling public. I have given the 
subject much study, listened to all that 
could be said in favor of free pikes, and 
have become more and more convinced 
that there is no plan that can beailopted 
that will be as just and fair to the tax- 
payer as the toll-gate system. 

The I.eilirer has siit:^'« s1eil 1 mt cmejilan, 
and that he seems to ajiproacb with much 
hesitation ; that is for the county to pay 
the pike companies what they receive 
from till' ;:ates, and thecompauies to keep 
the pikt's up. [.«t us look at that. Wonbl 
all the people be at equal expense for all 
the people? For the life of me I can't 
see it. Would imt the ta.x-payer.'j "<('.'/ i\f 
Maton Couittij have to furnisli the funds ' 
At least one-half the trafiio through my 
gate is from Fleming and I.ewi-^ ( '>untie8, 
and at least one-fourth are non tax-pay- 
ers, many of them from Ohio. It would 
not co-t thrill a ci'iit. Tlier.' i'- not a 
pike in tlie county that leatU into adjoin- 
ing counties but what has -more or less of 
the same traflii'. Who built tho jiikes in 
the first place but the tax-payers? .\nd 
let me say just here that it la not the 
farmers of the country who are complain- 
ing; every one of them would like to 
have one in front of bis house, and are 
making miles of them every year, and 
they add value to every acre where made. 

In most of the counties of Ohio they 
have free pikes, so called, bat I have 
never met with any of her citizens that 
claiiiieil they ha<l what we call pikes. In 
summer time they are worse than our 
dirt roads. I heard an intelligent-look- 
in;.' druiiiiiiii' from ( 'ir.cinnati some 
months since say tliat tlie only pikes in 
Hamilton County fit to travel on had 
pates on them. 

There are just as good farms in Urowu 
County, Ohio, as many of Mason that can 
be bought for one-fourth what the Mason 
farm will sell for. Why should it be so? 
Bad roads and excessive taxation does it.

THE "BLACK KNOT" COMMISSION. 



Some Comments on Judge Hutchioa' 
Action in Removing Mesart.

Editor BuHftin : Judge Hutchlns at his 

first court held on .Monday, without 
any known provocation or cause and 
without even due notice, entered an 
order removing Messrs. Sanford H. 
Mitchell and Charles I'. Pietericb from 
the "Black Knot" Commission and ap- 
pointing in their places Messrs. Patrick 
Walton and M. F. Dnnham. The Com- 
mission originally consisted of Messrs. 
Mitchell, Dieterich and W. W. Lynch, 
two Democrats and one Republican, and 
were appointed last spring by .ludjre 
Pbister. Judge liutchins evidently be- 
lieves In the doctrine "that to the victors 

belonj: tlie s[)()ilH" ami hence has very 
promptly made this Commission solidly 
Republican. | 

The ap|)ointment was made nniler 
.Section IHlli Kentucky Statues wliieli 
reads as follows : "In any county in this 
.State in which such contagious disease 
(Black Knoti exists or where there is 
good reason to fxdieve it exists, or 
danger may be justly apprehended of its 
introduction it shall be the dutv of 
the County .Ind^e of imy county, "/"^/i 
llw apjilimtiuii iiiiidf in ii-fitimj iiiid niijiml 
hy fit len«t three freehnhlen, who are resi- 
dents of sai l roiuitv. to Mp|>iiint forlli- 
witli three i-ompeteiit freehoMer.--, wiio 
are residents of paid county, who shall 
be fruit growers of sMiil ronnt v, as Coin- 
ndesioiiers, who »li:ill bold oliicc during 
the pleasure of said County Judge, and 
•iiicli order of iippointnient and revoen- 
tioii siiiill lie entereil at larire on the 
connty n-ci irds.' 

It doesn't appear from the record that 
this di.«-ease exists in the county. No 
eviilenee l)eing introdnre<l upon the 
subject, miirht it not be presumed that 
the efficient old committee has cfTectn- 

ally wiped it out of existence'.' To this 
presumption his honor may reply, that 
he knows the factor has received pri- 
vate information of it. It may pf)S8ibiy 
be that he snitied "Black Knot ' in the 
wind when he made his late campaittn 
and therefore knows it to be somewhere 
in the county. Further it does not ap- 
'pear from the records that any written 
application dx. was made to the court or 
that the appointees are freeholders or 
fruit-growers. 

However waiving these little irregulai- 
itiee we think it would have been more 
decent and proper had Ids honor Judire 
Hutchina notified Messrs. Mitchell and 
Dieterich of his intended action and re- 
([Uested their resignation. .\s it is the 
record sim))ly shows their removal, 
from which it might be inferred that 
tliey were removoil for some unknown 
misfeasance or malfeasance in otiicc. 
Again Judge Hutchins should have been 
as generous as his predecessor, Jud;.'e 
Phister, and given the opposite party 
one representative on the Commission.
